Major promotes rivals in cabinet 


LONDON - Moving quickly but 
cautiously to capitalize on a hard- 
fought party leadership race, 
Prime Minister John Major ap- 
pointed a new Cabinet line-up 
yesterday which showed no sharp 
change in the government's di- 
rection but promoted the two 
men regarded as his greatest 
Tivals. 

Major also promoted a trusted 
ally, Defense Secretary Malcolm 
Rifkind, to succeed the retiring 
foreign secretary, Douglas Hurd, 
and left Kenneth Ctarke in 
charge of the Treasury. 

He named pro-European Mi- 
chael Heseltine as deputy prime 
minister and first secretary of 
state as a reward for his loyalty in 
the campaign for the bruising 
leadership bout. 

Heseltine’s duties weren’t im- 

mediately clear, but it was ex- 
pected that he would take a larg- 
er role as a spokesman for the 
government and the Conserva- 
tive party. 
But he pleased his “Euroskep- 
tic” critics by promoting Michael 
Portillo, the standard bearer of 
the party's right wing. to the 
prominent but politically tricky 
job of defense secretary. 

Portillo succeeds Rifkind, who 
was rewarded for his staunch sup- 
port of the prime minister with 
the post of Hurd, who announced 
his retirement Jast month.

Rifkind. swimming with the

“If nothing has moved in the 
next few days regarding access to

In Geneva, UN Secretary-

“I will do everything in my

One million Amnesty: Human rights abuses have hit the streets

BEDING (Reuter) — One million 
soldiers and civilians in China's 
southern Jiangxi province are 
fighting floods that have caused 
damage worth 9.7 billion yuan 
(NIS 3.5 billion), official reports 
said yesterday. 

Floods have killed several hun- 
dred people in Jiangxi and at 
least 387 in the neighboring 
province of Hunan, according 
fo reports in official newspa- 
pers. 

Heavy rain since April and es- 
pecially in June has affected 88 
percent of Jiangxi counties and 16 
million people, toppling 130,000 
homes and flooding one million 
hectares of crops, the state-run 
China Women's Daily said. 

Heavy rains have swollen the 
Yangtze River to a record level 
for this time of year in the central 
city of Wuhan, the China News 
Service reported yesterday. 

The water level had reached 
27.35 meters. half a meter above 
the danger level, prompting au- 
thorities to order all citizens to be 
on flood alert and improve build- 
ing of dikes, it said. 

In Hunan province in southern 
China, floods have affected 17 
million people and brought down 
more than 280,000 homes, offi- 
cial reports have said. 

State television yesterday 
showed soldiers fighting the 
ffoods in Hunan, rescuing strand- 
ed peopie on boats and repairing 
dikes with sandbags.

Russia to keep ruble stable 


MOSCOW (AP) -- In ἃ major 
expression of confidence, Russia 
yesterday pledged to keep the ru- 
ble stable below 4,900 to the doi- 
far until at feast October. 

The statement marked the first 
time that the government has of- 
ficially targeted the ruble rate 
since it allowed the market to set 
the exchange rate in 1992. 

It follows a stunning turnaround 
for the rubie, which has recovered 
11 percent of its value since hitting 
a low of 5,130 in early May. When 
the Soviet Union collapsed in De- 
cember 1991, a dollar fetched 
about 90 rubles. 

In ἃ statement issued to the 
press, the goverament said the 
Central Bank would keep the ru- 
ble between 4,300 and 4.900 per 
dollar from July 6 through Oct. 1. 

It said the new policy was 
aimed at “maintaining stability 
on the currency market and de- 
fending domestic producers and 
the population.” 


Yesterday’s move indicates 
that the Central Bank is confi- 
dent its dollar reserves — believed 
to be near $10 billion — are large 
enough to aliow it to defend the 
ruble on the currency exchanges. 

The government goal wiil be to 
maintain the ruble without fuel- 
ing inflation — one lawmaker 
called this overly ambitious. 

“They are prisoners of their 
own illusions about the decline of 
inflation,” said Mikhail Zador- 
nov, chairman of the State Du- 
ma's budget committee. He pre- 
dicted that monthly inflation, 
which to 6.7 percent in 
June, woul tise in the fall. 

@ President Boris Yeltsin yes- 
terday named the controversial 
interior minister he sacked only 
days ago for incompetence to a 
top intelligence post. 

Viktor Yerin, a longtime Yelt- 
sin ally, will be deputy head of 
the Foreign Intelligence Service’, 
including overseas spying. 


Armenians flock to the polls 


YEREVAN (Reuter) — The peo- 
ple of Armenia flocked to polling 
stations yesterday to vote in the 
first parliamentary election since 
Soviet rule ended and in a consti- 
tutional referendum which could 
boost the powers of its president. 

Central election commission 
Officials, responding to com- 
plaints about Jengthy queues in 
some polling stations, extended 
the voting time by two hours to 
10 p.m. Extra polling booths 
were also installed. 

“We have a total of three bal- 
lot papers which creates some 
complications. The queues are 
very long. Some people are wait- 
ing an hour or 90 minutes and we 
decided to extend polling by two 
hours,” commission member Ro- 
saiin Gabrielyan told reporters. 

Interfax news agency quoted 
the commission as saying it ex- 

2.4 million people, or 
around 70 percent of the coun- 
τιν 8 population, to take part. 


Voters were electing 190 mem- 
bers of parliament and deciding 
whether to approve a constitu- 
tion increasing the authority of 
President Levon Ter-Petrosyan 
to what opposition leaders and 
some diplomats fear would be 
alarming levels.

OSEM HAS come out with a de- 
licious new Real Mayonnaise, 
obviously meant to compete with 
Hellmann’s and other imported 
brands. It comes in a glass jar and 
boasts that it contains natural in- 
gredients only, with no preserva- 
tives or coloring. 

A little wary of mayonnaise 
without preservatives in hot 
weather, I asked Dr. Brian Cous- 
sin, food technologist and direc- 
tor of the Health Ministry's Food 
Admibpistration, whether there 
was any health risk in this. He 
assured me there was not. 

The presence of preservatives, 
he said, is not to prevent the 
growth of bacteria harmful to 
health, but to inhibit the growth 
of yeasts and molds which spoil 
the product. Additionally. most 
brands of mayonnaise contain an 
anti-oxidant which keeps the oil 
from going rancid. (Osem’s new 
one does not.) 

Ifa ma ἡ even without 
preservative, is stored properly 
and used up within a reasonable 
period of time (a few weeks), it 
should not spoil, Coussin said. 
He emphasized that once it's 
opened, you should be sure to 


refrigerate it and anything made 


with it. 


preference for more natural 


foods, Coussin says there is no 
objective health reason for con- 
sumers to shun preservatives in 
food, as most preservatives are 
substances which also exist in nat- 
ural sources. For instance, ben- 
zoic acid — a common preserva- 
tive — occurs naturally in berries. 

Osem’s Real Mayonnaise in 
the yellow-topped glass jar is ex- 
pected to gradually replace its 
conventional mayonnaise in a 
plastic jar, also labeled “‘Real 
Mayonnaise.” 
The new recipe has brought no 
change in the price — NIS 6.15 for 
500 gr. It carries kashrut certifica- 
tion of the Eda Haredit. 

A new companion product is 
called Kalyonnaise (from the He- 
brew word Xai, meaning “ρα τ). 
designated as 2 “mayonnaise sal- 
ad spread.” It is made without 
eggs and has only half the fat of 
regular mayonnaise. Kalyonnaise 
contains 375 calories per 100 gr.,

Had the handshake on the White House 
lawn been followed by calm and reconciliation, 
or at least a steep decline in terrorism, the 
timetable envisioned in Oslo would have been 
kept, Instead, the number of terror victims grew 
to unprecedented proportions, and the fear of 
personal danger spread to center of Tel Aviv.

It was only after the two suicide bombings in 
Gaza that Arafat was made to understand the 
Oslo agreement would collapse unless terrorism 
ceased. To his credit, he managed to persuade 
the Islamic leaders — who are just as eager as he 
is to have Israel withdraw from the territories — 
to quietly effect a cease-fire. 

Enlightened by this experience, the govern- 
ment has now demanded that before the IDF 
withdraws from the Arab cities and, later, the 
rest of the territories, two conditions must be 
met. Terrorism must be brought under control, 
and the clauses in the PLO covenant which call

for Isreel’s destruction must be rescinded. 
Clearly, the Israeli public will not accept a 
peace agreement which does not end terrorism, 
nor trust an organization which adheres to a 
charter advocating Israe!’s demise. 

So far so good. But the trouble with such 
conditions is they are no match for the momen- 
tum of the process. Rabin made the very same 
conditions in August 1993, before signing the 
DOP. But the PLO’s failure to amend its charter 
and combat terrorism neither 8, Israel’s 
withdrawal from Gaza and Jericho nor retarded 
world recognition of the Palestinian Authority. 

It is doubtful, then, that the government will 
allow the process to collapse by halting with- 
drawal if the PLO again fails to live up to its 
obligations. It is far more likely that it will deny 
or minimize facts that get in the way of its 
theories. Even now, Peres keeps alluding to 
Gaza 85 a paradise of peace and coexistence, 
when in fact it is a hotbed of terrorist activity 
and a growing arsenal.

The government obviously believes this will 

It would be nice if the facts of life 
in the Middle East supported this belief. 


mal score-settling in a private poll is 
unlikely to be remembered fondly in the public 
voting booths come the next election day. 
Certainly, there has been massive domestic 
coverage — and some bemused international 
interest — in the British leadership saga.

In fact, 
by appointing as foreign secretary Malcolm 
Rifkind, who leans more to Euroskepticism 
than the enthusiastic Douglas Hurd did, Major 
tisks further exasperating both the Europeans 
and his British voters when the more than 100 
rebels in his party smell weakness and return to 
the battle. 

Major may have won some sort of victory in 
the Tory goldfish bowl. There are indications 
the next election may prove he merely came out 
first among losers.

RIME Minister Rabin was

hadn’t read the leaked secret docu- 
ment about major Israeli conces- 
sions regarding surrender of the 
Golan to Syria. 

He didn’t need to read it be- 
cause he dictated it -- directly or 
indirectly ~ to one or more of his 
highest-ranking officers.

Opposition leader Binyamin 


Netanyahu was savaged by some 
members of the government for 
stealing the document, and criti- 
cized by others for taking it from 
an army officer ~ as though he had 
procured it in some dark alley. 
Sources close to the investigation 
of the leak are now convinced that 
neither charge is true. Investiga- 
tors are pointing a finger at the 
Foreign Ministry. : 

For reasons amply suited to the 
policy of Foreign Minister Peres, 
the contents of the document were 
leaked to a well-known journalist, 
who ensured that they reached Ne- 
tanyahn. 

For those contents to see the 
light of day, the Likud leader 


* could have chosén either to use 


another joumalist, or go public 
with the document himself. He 
made the right decison, one that 
was in the interests of the country. 
He clearly felt it his duty to report 
the matter directly to the nation. 

According to a source at general 
army headquarters, the leak was 
being investigated even before the 
Likud leader produced the report 
in the Knesset. 

And the Americans knew about 
the contents of the document long 
before it came into Netanyahu’s 
hands. Indeed, the White House 
and Secretary of State Christopher 
revealed important details from it 
to President Assad. 

The object was to obtain the 
Syrian leader’s gracious permis- 
sion for the commander of the Syr- 
jan amy to meet with Chief of 
Staff Amnon Lipkin-Shahak in 
Washington. Assad had previously 
fejected the idea of this meeting 
out of hand. 

During his time as ambassador 
to the US, Rabin himself ruefully 
admitted to a writer of this col- 
umn: “It’s impossible to stop leaks 
.from the Foreign Ministry. Its up- 
per echelons feel so immune from

There is no indication 
that any officer gave the document 
to Netanyabu. 

Discreet enquiries have there- 
fore been aimed at the Foreign 
Ministry, notorious for leaking se- 
crets, Discretion was vital, as in- 
vestigators were hesitant about 
crossing the powerful Shimon 
Peres. 

So who did leak this by-now 
notorious document? 

The answer verges on second- 
rate theatrical farce. We undet- 
stand that it was originally leaked 
to the Foreign Office — not to Ne-

IVEN American cul- 
ture’s bottomless capaci- 
ty for inanity, it is entirely 
possible that the year will see the 
publication of a work of fiction 
more moronic than 7945, the new 
novel “by” the speaker of the 
House of Representatives, Newt 
Gingrich, and his collaborator, a 
military historian and science-fic- 
tion writer named William R. 
Forstchen. 
Possible, that is, but not 


* bloody likely. 


This is the testimony of one 
who spent the longest year of his 
life one day last week slogging 
through the ~ count ‘em and 
weep — 382 pages of 1945. 

The book's only virtue is thar 
even at this stupendous length, it 
is mercifully shorter than the nov- 
els of Tom Clancy, whose infatu- 
ation, with techno-babble Ging- 
rich and Forstchen earnestly, if 
not desperately, seek to emulate. 
Otherwise it is torture from first 
to last, downright embarrassing 
in its clamsy prose, turching plot 
and pervasive innocence. 

This last is most startling. One 
would seem to be within the 
bounds of reason in assuming 
that the speaker of the House and 
a member of the professoriat — 
both of them doctors of philoso- 
phy — would be gentlemen of 
some worldliness, but this proves 
to be not so at all. Quite to the 
contrary, there is a gee-whizzical 
quality to J945 more appropriate 
to a collaboration by college 
sophomores than to one by emi- 
pences such as these. 

Endless breathless prattle ac- 
companies the authors’ divaga- 
tions into techno-martial esoter- 
ica, as though they were 
schoolboys who had stumbled 
into the secret archives of Popu- 
lar Mechanics andlor Soldier of 
Fortune. 

Having been granted admis- 
sion thereto, they tick off their 
interminable discoveries with 
pride and wonder that are, well, 
simply boyish. 

THE PRESS has been rattling on 
about the basic plot of 1945 with 
a breathlessness to rival that of 
the authors themselves. It says 
more about the Washington press 
corps than any sane soul couid 
bear to contemplate that more 
ink probably has been spilled

This being Washington, the 
first thought that springs to mind 
is that he has what we like to call, 
in hushed tones, “an agenda.” 
Maybe so. There are a few allu- 
sions to Americans and their 
cherished firearms, and toward 
the end mighty resistance to the 
Nazis is raised by the legendary 
World War I folk hero Alvin 
York “and his militiamen"; there 
is 8 derogatory reference to “the 
East Coast Elite” and another to 
“all the paper generated by a 
government agency”; there is 
even adulatory mention of “a 
young American pilot, Lt. 
George Bush,” which is roughly 
equivalent to a leading Demo- 
cratic politician writing a poem in 
praise of Jimmy Carter. 

The Bush business gets out of 
whack. actually, when toward the 
end Gen. George Marshall — yes, 
you read that right — decides that 
the country needs to figure out 
“how a modem democratic state 
should organize itself to make a 
surge-effort in war.” which he 
calls “the new paradigm.” 

That one even embarrassed the 
Bushies who invented it, but it’s 
just the kind of empty phrase- 
making that the Newtster adores. 
So he sticks it in at the novel's 
climax, if “climax” is the word 
for it, with nary a hint of irony. 


NO, THE political agenda of 
1945 is almost as invisible as the 
literary agenda, which self-evi- 
dently is nonexistent. That leaves 
us with the financial agenda, to 
which during his brief time at the 
center of the media buzz Ging- 
rich has paid considerable, if 
rather unseemly. attention.

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Wages up 26% for public firm heads, 
while rate of return on capital falls 


Chief executives of public companies earn average of NIS 621,000 annually 


THE earnings of senior managers 
of public companies rose 26 per- 
cent fast year, even though their 
rate of return on capital fell by 
6%, according to Dr. Shmuel 
Hauser of the Securities 
Authority. 

In a paper on the subject pre- 
sented to the Knesset Finance 
Committee yesterday, Hauser 
said this sharp disparity seems to 
indicate that senior managers are 
more concerned with their own 
interests than those of 


The most commonly proposed 
solution to this problem is to tie 
managers’ pay to the company’s 
results. 

However, Hauser said this is 
not a panacea, because it can lead 
managers to be overcautious. 

The report noted that about 
half of all publicly traded compa- 


nies had a negative rate of return 
on capital last year. 

. Nevertheless, 80% of all com- 
panies gave their senior managers 
@ raise. 

Chief executives of public com- 
panies earned an average of 
NIS 621,000 a year, including 
benefits, in 1994, the report said, 
with the average rising to 
NIS 800,000 in the 100 largest 
companies and falling to 
NIS 500,000 in smali companies. 

However, managers’ salaries 
increased by more in small com- 
panies than im large ones, even 
though smaller companies on av- 
erage suffered sharper drops in 
profits. 

Increases were also much more 
moderate in companies that paid 
dividends, Hauser noted. 

The granting of stock options 
to senior managers is also becom-

ing increasingly common here, 
Hauser said. On average, these 
options are worth about 
NIS 200,000 a year. They there- 
fore constitute an addition of 
33% to the CEO’s salary. 

Hauser found that the problem 
of soaring executive compensa; 
tion is less severe in companies 
where one person owns = 
than 75% of the company, bow- 
ever. This is because in these 
cases the decision-makers’ identi- 
fication with the shareholders’ in- 
terests is greater, 

In theory, Hauser added, Is- 
raeli law requires full disclosure 
of the compensation given the 
five top executives in public 
companies. 

However, he said, reporting 
standards are non-uniform and

Balance of payments deficit 
to highlight cabinet’s initial 
discussion of 96 budget

THE mushrooming balance of 
payments deficit will be the focus 
of the cabinet’s opening session 
on the 1996 budget this Sunday, 
according to Treasury briefing 
books distributed yesterday to 
cabinet ministers. 

Although in previous years, in- 
flation and unemployment took 
the spotlight as the main prob- 
lems the economy had to battle, 
the balance of payments gap, 
which the Treasury estimates will 
jump by nearly 40 percent this 
year to $3.9 billion, will dominate 
the discussions. 

The Treasury’s main tools to 
deal with the problem will be fis- 
cal restraint and reducing govern- 
ment investment incentives. 

Treasury officials refused to 
elaborate whether they would 
propose an actual reduction in 
the size of the budget or just limit 
budget growth below the levels of 
economic expansion, as the gov- 
ernment has done in recent years.

Burg leaves 
House with call 
to improve 
Jewish education

" JEWISH Agency Chairman Av- 
raham Burg yesterday stepped 
down from the Knesset with a 
plea to the goverment for im- 
proved Jewish education. 

Burg was replaced by MK 
Hana Hadad, a Christian Arab, 
who, throngh unfortunate timing, 
was sworn in during the middle of 
a stormy debate on the planned 
redeployment in the territories. 


Burg’s departure speech, how- 


ever, took place early in the day, 
in an atmosphere of good will, as 
MKs from both sides of the house 
converged on him to shake his 
hand and wish him well. 

“We are moving, almost im- 
perceptibly, from dealing... with 
the physical distress of the Jewish 
people to dealing with the spiritu- 
al distress of the Jewish people,’’ 
Burg told the plenum, noting that 
the worldwide intermarriage rate 
is 52%. “Individual Jews have 
never had it as good as they do 
today. But never, it seems to me, 
has there been as great a danger 
to the Jewish collective.”” 

“Therefore, I call upon the 
Knesset, I call upon the govero- 
ment of Israel, to put Jewish edu- 
cation at the center of our activities 
~ both within Israeli society and in 
our relations with the Diaspora,”’

Burg praised the peace process 
extravagantly, both in his speech 
to the plenum and at an earlier 
meeting with the Labor faction. 

“‘] have one regret [about leav- 
ing the Knesset now]: That 1 
won't be able to vote for a peace 
agreement with Syria,”’ he told 
the faction, adding a ‘“‘personal 
plea”’ to Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin to arrange an agreement 
for him to regret not voting for. 

“We'll make a great effort to 
make peace with Syria, in order 
to make you sorry,”” Rabin joked 
back. During his plenum speech, 
however, Burg pleaded with the 
government not to allow its quest 
for peace to make it insensitive to 
those who oppose the process. 

“*I hope and pray that this gov- 
ernment will be sensitive enough 
not to wound those individuals 
who will pay the price of the 
change,"’ he said.
